Hr.  Chainraii,  larijes  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  since  my  appointment  in  October, 

1971. 


The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  satisfactory  and  there  has 
been  little  change  in  the  statistics  over  the  past  years,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  figures  in  the  Rep^^rt.  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease.  The  County  Council  is  carrying  out  Immunisation 
against  German  Heasles  in  School  Girls  between  the  ages  of  11  -  14  years. 
Rubella  (German  Heasles)  is  a  disease  which,  though  usually  mild  in 
children,  can  be  serious  if  it  developes  in  later  life.  If  a  Hother 
is  infected  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy  serious  defects  can 
occur  in  the  baby.  If  these  Hothers  receive  protection  during 
adolescence,  then  the  risk  of  infection  is  considerably  reduced. 

Many  holiday-makers  now  seek  the  Continental  resorts  in  search  of 
sunshine.  Some,  unfortunately,  develop  Typhoid  Fever  or  Dysentery  while 
abroad.  The  standards  of  hygiene  are  not  always  as  high  as  in  this 
Country,  especially  in  rural  districts.  Not  all  water  supplies  are 
chlorinated  and  can  be  a  source  of  infection.  In  these  circumstances 
it  is  advisable  to  boil  all  water  before  drinking  and  to  wash  raw  fruit 
with  boiled  water  before  eating.  Bearing  the  risks  in  mind  and  exerting 
some  comm.on  sense,  the  risks  of  infection  can  be  reduced.  Immunisation 
against  Typhoid  Fever  will  give  further  protection  if  carried  out  some 
weeks  before  going  abroad. 

The  incidence  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  is  considerably 
less  than  it  was  som.e  years  ago.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been 
notified  for  some  years.  Scarlet  Fever  rem.ains  much  the  same  but  it 
is  now  a  relatively  mild  disease.  Heasles  tends  to  shov/  a  peak  in 
alternate  years.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  should  gradually  fall 
as  more  children  become  immunised  against  it.  Considerably  fewer  cases 
of  l^Ihooping  Cough  and  Tuberculosis  are  now  being  notified. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Departuent  for 
their  loyal  support  and  their  efficiency  in  maintaining  a  high  standard 
in  the  Department, 

I  appreciate  the  interest  shown  by  the  Social  Services  Committee 
in  the  work  of  the  Department.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1,  Climatology 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  26,18  inches,  as  compared 
with  26,70  inches  recorded  in  1970, 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Highsted  Waterworks,  was  lo71 
inches  on  14th  June,  1971* 

The  wettest  month  was  June,  when  the  rainfall  recorded  at  Highsted 
Waterworks  was  5*21  inches. 

Fog  occurred  on  18  occasions  as  compared  with  21  occasions  in  the  previous 
Year, 


During  the  Year,  there  were  7  falls  of  Snow  locally  (l  in  January;  1  in 
February;  3  in  March  and  2  in  December), 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  51  occasions  (8  in  January; 
7  in  February;  7  in  March;  3  in  October;  4  in  November  and  2  in  December)  as 
compared  with  45  occasions  in  the  previous  Year, 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  11th  of  July  when  a  temperatiire  of 
84  F,  was  recorded. 

The  coldest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  3rd  January  when  a  temperature  of 
20”F,  was  recorded. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks  over  the  past 
six  Years  are  shown  in  Appendix  "A”,  and  Appendix  ”B"  shows  the  monthly 
maximimi  and  minimum  temperatures  recorded  at  Johnson  House  Gardens  for  the 
Years  1968,  1969,  1970  and  1971.

(a)  9  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
Year  under  review,  as  compared  with  5  deaths  in  1970, 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  14  per  thousand  live  births, 
3^te  for  1970  was  7  psr  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be

Of  the  9  deaths  recoixied,  7  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age, 
resulting  in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  11  per  thousand  live  births  as 
compared  with  that  for  Sigland  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  12  per  thousand  live 
births.

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SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1.  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  258  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for 
the  past  ten  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII, 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was 
as  follows 

1st  Quarter  -  89;  2nd  Quarter  -  100;  3rd  Quarter  -  38;  4th  Quarter  -  il. 

The  main  causes  of  notification  were  Measles  (l94)  and  Scarlet  Fever  (53). 

110  of  the  cases  of  Measles  notified  were  Children  under  School  Age  and 
83  were  School  Children.  The  remaining  case  was  a  Female,  aged  23  years, 
employed  as  a  Housewife.  1  of  the  cases,  a  Child  under  School  Age,  was 
admitted  to  Hospital, 

35  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  50  cases  in  the 
previous  Year.  Of  these  35  cases,  9  were  Children  under  School  Age  and  22 
were  School  Children.  The  remaining  2  cases  were  a  Male  and  a  Female,  both 

being  aged  18  years. 

There  were  5  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  during  the  Year.  1  of 
these  being  a  Child  under  School  Age  and  the  other  4  cases  being  all  School 

Children. 

The  2  cases  of  Acute  Meningitis  notified  were  Males,  both  being  luider 
School  Age.  The  cases  were  admitted  to  All  Saints'  Hospital,  Chatham, 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  Year, 

Details  of  the  4  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in  Tables  VI 
and  DC.

Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Diseases 


In  this  Twenty-Sixth  Year  since  the  Sittingboume,  Milton  and  District 
Care  Committee  was  formed,  assistance  was  given  to  22  Cases  by  providing  extra 
Nourishment,  extras  at  Christmas,  various  forms  of  toiletry  requirements, 
supplying  Fuel  and  relieving  acute  anxieties  by  making  cash  allowances  and  by 
paying  outstanding  accounts  for  Groceries  and  other  Household  necessities. 
Holidays  were  also  provided  in  4  Cases,  In  addition,  many  items  of  clothing 
and  bedding  received  from  many  sources,  were  distributed  and  much  appreciated 
by  the  recipients.  The  sum  of  £96,07  was  spent  in  giving  this  much-needed  help, 

5  new  Cases  were  referred  to  the  Committee  during  the  Year  through  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Keyed  Hospital,  of  v/hich  2  were  non- Tuberculous,  At  the  end 
of  the  Year  there  were  51  Cases  on  the  Committee's  Current  Register  -  6  being 
non-Tuberculous .

5 •  Old  People’s  Welfare 

I  am  grateful  for  the  following  information  supplied  to  me  by  Comity 
Councillor  Mrs.  J,  Noble  and  Mrs,  A,  Bishop  in  cormection  with  the  activities 
of  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  (Age-Concern)  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  Year  lander  review, 

(a)  Night  Sitting  Service  -  More  than  100  Nights  were  covered  during 
the  Year  and  the  demand  for  this  Service  is  ever  increasing.  To  keep  well 
ahead  of  the  demand  it  is  imperative  that  more  Helpers  are  available  to  be 
called  upon  when  required.  Any  interested  person  should  contact  County 
Councillor  Mrs,  J.  Noble  (Sitt,  4654) • 

(b)  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  -  This  Service  has  also  increaned  during  the 
Year  and  a  weekly  average  of  40  Meals  were  provided.  Meals  are  provided 
twice  weekly,  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  and,  in  response  to  an  appeal  in  the 
local  Press  more  Drivers  and  Helpers  were  enrolled.  The  Committee  was  sorry 
when  Mrs,  Ashby  was  forced  to  retire  as  Organiser  due  to  illness,  but  were 
very  pleased  and  grateful  to  receive  the  assistance  of  lirs.  Tidy,  of  the 
W,R,V,S,,  who  kindly  took  over  these  duties, 

(c)  Visiting  Service  -  Mrs,  Bayley  kindly  continued  to  act  as  Organiser 
of  this  Service,  During  the  Year  there  were  67  Visitors  looking  after  the 
needs  of  487  Old  People,  These  Old  People  also  received  Birthday  and  Christmas 
Cards,  We  are  grateful  for  the  valued  help  given  by  the  Girls  of  Rowena  School; 
the  Grammar  School  and  the  Convent  of  the  Nativity,  not  only  during  the  past 
Year  but  for  so  many  Years  in  the  past,  Mr,  Bushell  and  Mr,  Coleman  continued 
to  distribute  and  maintain  the  'Flashing  Lights'  on  behalf  of  the  Committee, 

This  Service  is  greatly  appreciated  and,  of  course,  so  very  necessary  for  those 
living  alone, 

(d)  Social  Report  -  The  Committee  was  grieved  at  the  loss  of  the  Social 
Secretary,  Mrs,  Ward,  It  has  not  been  possible  to  find  a  replacement  in  this 
position,  A  Coffee  Morning  was  held  during  the  Year  to  raise  ?Unas, 

One  Hui^dred  Old  People  were  entertained  at  the  Town  Hall  for  the  Annual 
'Housebound'  Party, 

(e)  The  Luncheon  Centre  -  In  spite  of  many  difficulties,  tLo  Luncheon 
Club  has  continued  to  operate  and  expand.  The  Club  was  forced  to  close  for 
many  months  upon  having  to  vacate  the  Wesley  Hall,  but  were  eventually  'housed' 
by  the  Local  Authority  in  the  Town  Hall,  It  is  hoped  that  the  Club  will  move 
to  the  new  Old  People's  Warden's  Scheme  at  Pemb\iry  Co\irt  in  April,  1972. 

During  the  neriod  of  being  closed,  the  Club  lost  many  Helpers,  but  since 
re-opening  we  have  received  the  help  of  many  new  Volunteers,  In  spite  of  a 
deficit  of  £10  from  the  Year's  work  in  this  Club,  it  is  hoped  it  will  be 
possible  for  the  price  of  Meals  to  remain  at  lOp, 
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(f)  Distribution  of  Candles  during  National  Power  Cuts  -  1,980  Candles 
were  received  through  the  Kent  County  Council,  for  distribution  to  the 
Town’s  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  Handicapped  Citizens  during  this  time  of  need. 
Between  Noon  on  Friday,  25th  and  5  P«nio  on  Tuesday,  29th  February,  1972 
(when  the  emergency  ended)  a  total  of  1,692  Candles  were  distributed  from 
the  Health  Department  of  the  Local  Authority, 

(g)  Accommodation  and  Clubs  -  A  Third  Old  People’s  Warden’s  Scheme 
was  opened  by  the  Local  Authority  during  the  Year,  which  has  helped  to  ease 
the  demand  for  such  accommodation.  There  are  now  three  such  Warden’s 
Schemes  in  the  Urban  District  and  a  Fourth  Scheme  is  well  advanced.  The 
Milton  and  Itirston  Clubs  have  continued  to  operate  most  successfully,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Senior  Citizens  resident  in  these  particular  parts  of

1 ,  Water  Sut)ply 

All  the  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 

the  public  water  mains  of  the  Medway  Water  Board, 

The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  -nder  review,  been  adeqviate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

44  samples  of  water  (l5  from  the  public  supply  and  29  from  private 
supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  6  samples  of 
water  (4  from  the  public  supply  and  2  from  private  supplies)  were  submitted 
for  chemical  examination,  Tlie  results  received  from  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  indicated  that  these  samples  were  satisfactory. 


2 •  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  Year,  extensions  to  the  Co\incil's  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area, 

The  works  of  improvement  at  the  Sewage  Works  continued  during  the  Year 
according  to  the  programme.  It  is  scheduled  for  this  programme  to  be 
completed  in  1972. 

The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council’s  sewerage  system 
was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  26th  April  to  15th  May,  1971 • 

A  test-baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  on  the  26th  and  27th 
April  and  a  recording  of  the  baits  in  the  following  week  indicated  that 
there  were  3  ’Takes'  (4  Complete  and  1  Partial)  out  of  a  total  number  of 
83  manholes  .baited. 

The  main  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  3rd  to  18th 
May  and  the  results  showed  that  there  were  3  Complete  and  10  Partial  ’Takes* 
ir  the  105  manholes  treated. 

The  Poison  used  was  Warfarin  and  the  Baits  used  were  Pinhead  Oatmeal, 
Sugar,  Technical  White  Oil  and  a  Preservative  Paranitrophenal, 

The  results  obtained  indicated  that  the  incidence  cf  infestation  remained 
low  and  the  position  generally  could  be  considered  satisfactory. 


3,  Scavenging 

The  administration  of  the  Ccmicil’s  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Qigineer  and  Surveyor, 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s  site  at 
Milton, 

The  programme  of  conversion  to  Paper  Sack  Holders  was  continued  diiring 
the  Year  when  a  total  number  of  2,051  Standing  Holders  were  supplied  to 
Householders,  8,451  premises  have  now  been  changed  to  the  Paper  Sack  System,

4»  Sohool  Sanitation 


Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  Year,  when  it 
was  foimd  that  the  past  high  standard  of  sanitation  has  been  maintainedo 

9  visits  were  made  to  School  Canteens  and  the  kitchen  hygiene  has 
been  found  to  be  of  a  similarly  high  standard. 


5.  Public  Conveniences 


14  visits  were  made  to  the  Public  Conveniences  in  the  Urban  District. 

1  complaint  was  received  during  the  Year,  but  it  has  been  found  that 
the  Public  Conveniences  as  a  whole  have  been  maintained  in  a  generally 
satisfactory  manner.  Unfortunately  malicious  damage  continues  and  this  does 
not  help  the  Council  Staff  in  their  efforts  to  keep  up  the  high  standards 
required. 

No  charges  are  made  for  the  use  of  Public  Conveniences. 


6.  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  Public  Swimming  Baths 

12  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboiratory  indicated  tliat 
satisfactory  standards  of  purity  were  maintained. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  82, 467 » 
as  compared  with  85,540  in  1970. 

(b)  Sohool  Swimming  Baths 

10  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  small  open-air  swimming  baths  at 
two  Schools  situated  in  the  Urban  District,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  results  indicated  that  the  water  at  each  School  was  maintained  in  a 
generally  satisfactory  condition.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  Milk,  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  6I0 

The  Kent  County  Coiancil  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  Sale  of  designated  Milks  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  53  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 

prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source,

During  the  Year,  95  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with 
Discretionary  Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.

(c)  Accidents 
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Six  Notifications  (Forms  0SR.2)  were  received  in  respect  of  accidents 
occurring  during  the  Year.  Three  of  these  accidents  occurred  during  the  5rd 
Quarter  and  the  other  three  accidents  were  reported  during  the  4th  Quarter. 

Details  of  the  accidents  are  as  follows 

(i)  A  notification  was  received  from  a  local  Firm  of  Ironmongers  in  respect 
of  an  accident  which  occurred  to  a  Male  Counter  Assistant|  aged  20  years,  who 
had  been  in  the  Finn's  employ  for  a  period  of  4  years. 

The  accident  occurred  in  the  glass  store  which  was  situate  in  a  rear 
yard.  As  part  of  his  duties  the  Assistant  was  responsible  for  cutting  glass 
to  Customers'  requirements.  On  this  occasion  he  had  already  cut  5  or  6 
sheets  of  24  oz.  clear  glass.  On  attempting  to  remove  tlfe  next  sheet  of 
glass  from  the  stock,  which  was  leaning  against  a  wall  of  the  glass  store, 
he  noticed  that  tne  whole  stock  was  beginning  to  move  forward.  He  attempted 
to  hold  the  glass  but  realising  that  this  was  not  possible  he  moved  av/ay  from 
the  falling  glass  and,  in  the  event,  the  falling  glass  struck  his  left  forearm 
and  caused  a  severe  laceration.  The  Assistant  was  taken  to  Medway  Hospital 
for  treatment  and  was  in  Hospital  for  a  period  of  12  days.  Some  27  sheets 
of  glass,  meas\iring  66  in,  x  44  in.  were  involved  in  the  fall, 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  premises ,  the  Manager  of  the  Firm  was  interviewed 
and  the  glass  store  was  inspected.  As  a  result  of  this  interview  it  appeared 
that  the  Assistant  had  been  instructed  in  his  duties  and  this  was  confirmed 
by  the  Assistant.  It  was  the  practice  to  store  glass  against  the  wall  of 
the  store.  The  sheets  of  glass  stood  on  planks,  but  there  was  nothing  to 
sxop  the  stock  falling  as  had  happened  in  the  accident  under  investigation. 

The  Manager  stated  that  no  similar  accident  had  occurred  so  far  as  he  could 
remember. 

In  view  of  this  accident  the  Firm  in  question  has  since  cea,sed  to  supply 
glass , 

(ii)  Notification  was  received  from  a  local  Firm  regarding  an  accident  to 
a  workman  mloading  a  Van.  The  furniture  in  the  Van  moved  as  it  wa.s  being 
UTxloaded  causing  this  man  to  suffer  from  cracked  ribs. 

An  investigation  was  made,  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  suggest 
ways  of  preventing  a  similar  accident  in  the  future. 

(iii)  Notification  was  received  regarding  an  accident  sustained  by  a  Post 
Office  employee  straining  his  back  whilst  off-loading  mail  ba.gs  from  a  mail 
van. 


An  investigation  was  carried  out,  but  possible  ways  of  preventing  a 
similar  accident  in  the  future  could  not  be  suggested  as  the  mail  bags  in 
question  were  not  too  heavy  to  handle. 

(iv)  Notification  W8.s  received  of  an  accident  in  a  local  Shop  concerning  a 
liale  aged  18  years,  who  fell  down  a  step  in  a  passageway  whilst  carrying  a 
carton  of  wallpaper.  He  fell  on  his  right  hand  brea.king  a  small  bone  in 
the  wrist. 

An  investigation  was  carried  out,  when  it  was  found  that  the  step  in 
question  was  perfectly  normal  in  every  way  and  the  passageway  had  electric 
lighting  which  was  satisfactory  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 

No  recommendations  could  be  made  in  order  to  prevent  a  sLmilar  accident. 
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(v)  A  notification  was  in  respect  of  an  accident  to  a  Female,  aged  50  years, 
who  whilst  walking  along  a  showroom  gangway  appeared  to  walk  straight  through 
a  plate  glass  door,  causing  a  very  deep  cut  on  the  right  leg;  a  very  deep  cut 
on  the  right  arm  and  a  cut  on  the  nose. 

investigation  was  carried  out  when  it  was  found  there  was  no  real 
reason  for  the  accident  occurring.  There  was  no  cause  for  any  person  to  trip 
or  slip  and  it  should  have  been  obvious  to  anyone  that  there  was  a  closed  door 
confronting  them.  No  recommendations  could  be  made  in  order  to  prevent  a 
similar  accident  occurring, 

(vi)  The  sixth  accident  notification  was  received  regarding  injuries  received 
by  a  Post  Office  employee.  This  employee  on  returning  from  post  delivery  fell 
from  his  bicycle,  cutting  two  fingers  on  his  left  hand  and  fracturing  his  left 

wrist. 

An  investigation  was  carried  out,  but  possible  ways  of  preventing  a  similar 
accident  in  the  future  could  not  be  suggested  as  the  Post  Office  yard  surface 
was  asphalted  and  even,  and  the  weather  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was  dry 

and  fine. 


(d)  Food  Slicing  Machines 

Inspections  of  Establishments  where  Food  Slicing  Machines  are  in  operation, 
have  shown  that  there  is  an  awareness  for  extreme  care  in  the  use  of  such 
Machines . 

The  leaflet  of  ’’The  Safe  Use  of  Food  Slicing  Machines”  (sm^r.14)  has  been 
well  received  and  in  a  few  cases  the  advice  contained  in  the  leaflet  has 
proved  to  be  most  helpful. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  accidents,  where  Food  Slicing  ^chines 
are  used,  have  been  broaght  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  for  the  past 
six  Years, 


(e)  Prosecutions 

It  was  again  found  unnecessary  for  the  Council  to  take  any  action  by  way 
of  prosecution  during  the  Year,

MISCELLANEOUS 


1.  National  Assistance  Act,  194Q  (Section  50) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  1  Case  during  the  Year. 

This  Case  was  a  Male,  aged  47  years,  unmarried  and  without  relatives. 
The  Department  dealt  with  -the  Case  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
the  Act.  Due  to  the  number  of  contributions  paid  by  the  deceased  being 
under  the  required  average  amount,  -the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  could 
only  allow  a  Death  Grant  at  the  reduced  rate  of  £15 • 

With  regard  to  the  Case  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1970 
and  outstanding  at  the  end  of  that  Year,  this  Case  was  finalised  in 
January,  1971*  when  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  made  a 
special  payment  of  £20  towards  the  funeral  costs. 


2 .  Air  Pollution 

Although  no  atmospheric  pollution  instruments  are  in  use  for 
measuring  the  level  of  atm.ospheric  pollution,  the  impression  is  that 
pollution  generally  from  fuel  burning  appliances  of  all  types  is  certainly 
not  getting  worse,  but  rather  an  improvement  seems  to  be  discernable.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  apparent  improvement  is  due  to  the  change  from  solid 
fuels,  both  industrially  and  domestically,  to  oil,  gas  and  electricity. 

Complaints,  however,  continue  to  be  received  concerning  the  periodic 
smell  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  which  pervades  parts  of  the  town, 
particularly  under  adverse  weather  conditions.  These  mainly  arise  from 
Milton  Creek.  Steps  are  continually  being  taken  by  the  appropriate 
Authorities  to  improve  the  quality  of  discharge  of  effluents  into  liie 
Creek,  but  the  problem  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  resolved. 


5«  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  i960 

5  complaints  were  received  during  the  Year. 

These  complaints,  which  were  all  of  a  domestic  nature,  were 
investigated  by  the  Department,  when  it  was  found  that  the  source  of 
complaint  was  in  respect  of  record  players,  radios  etc. 

The  Department  was  able  to  deal  with  these  complaints  in  an  informal 
manner  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Complainants. 
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4«  Scrap  Metal  Dealeis  Actt  1964 

This  Act  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  April,  1965  and  Certificates  of 
Registration  are  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue* 

The  current  Registrations  were  due  for  renewal  in  1971  and  by  the  end 
of  the  Year  8  Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued  to  Scrap  Metal 
Dealers  operating  within  the  Urban  District* 

5.  The  Riding  Establishments  Act,  1964 

There  are  no  Riding  Establishments  licensed  under  this  Act  situate 
within  the  Urban  District. 


6*  Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  on  2  occasions  dtiring  the  Year, 

From  reports  received  it  was  found  that  the  main  accidents  in  the  Home 
continued  to  be  in  connection  with  outs,  falls,  bums  and  scalds  and 
poisonings. 

The  new  leaflet  issued  by  the  Home  Office  regarding  "Fireworks  and  the 
Shopkeeper"  was  received  and  copies  were  obtained  and  distributed  to  all 
Shops  in  the  Urban  District,  Posters  and  literature  in  this  connection  were 
obtained  and  sent  to  Schools  and  Factories  in  the  area. 

The  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  were  asked  to  make  a  "Guy"  in 
connection  with  "Gijy  Fawkes"  Celebrations,  This  they  did  and  placed  it 
outside  the  Local  Authority’s  Library  Department  in  Central  Avenue, 
Sittingboume ,  for  two  Saturdays  prior  to  the  5th  November,  Leaflets  on 
safety  in  the  use  of  Fireworks  were  distributed  to  the  Public,  The  "Guy" 
was  later  presented  to  Dr,  Bamardo's  Home  at  Maddstone, 

The  campaign  for  the  return  of  unused  drugs  was  continued  and  the 
Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  entered  a  decorated  car  in  the  Town's 
Carnival  procession  with  the  theme  "Return  unused  Drugs",  Arrangements 
are  in  hand  for  a  special  campaign  to  be  carried  out  during  1972, 

A  Talk  by  Fire  Brigade  Personnel  indicated  that  in  addition  to  fire 
fighting,  they  carried  out  in  Sittin^oume  approx,  200  fire  prevention 
inspections  at  Schools,  Old  Persons*  Homes,  Offices,  Shops  and  Factories 
and  also  visited  Private  Houses  offering  advice  to  Householders,.
